The 
kids on roller skates who had joined 
the march learned the new message 
as they chanted, “Negro and White, 
unite and fight!”

But other Negro work- 
ers would argue as passionately that 
the same bosses who encouraged 
Iynchings were the ones who shot 
dwn white workers in strikes.
